Another effort in equally 
as sanctimonious a vein, landed him into the 
lively Strain of ‘Rory O,Moore,’ and inward- 
ly cursing his luck, for he could not venture 
to swear aloud as yet, he pricked his old 
mare into a gallop, determined to ride thro’ 
the old field in a trice, and leave speedily be- 
hind him a spot connected with such un- 
pleasant and terrible associations. 

He had reached the brow of the hill in 
safety, but just as he had passed a rugged 
hawthorn bush that partly projected its 
straggling branches into the road, within a 
few feet of the very spot where the gallows 
had stood, he received a violen jerk from be- 
hind, that very nearly brought his shoulders 
dowr to the crupper of the animal that he 
bestrode.

‘In a recent conversation with him, he 
ed his experience in raising grapes and 
trees, entering into the minute details, some- 
times becommg quite eloquent when des- 
eribing his victories over the enemies which 
infest them. “His knowledge,” he said; 
“was gained by dint of application, by acttal 


:your book knowledge, written by men who 
know nothing about farming.” “Well, said I, 
“if afl this valuable information, gained by 
the assiduous labor and observation of so 
many years, and which you have so clearly 
described, were written out and published, 
which would you have a young and inexpe- 
rienced man do, take this as he finds it from 
your ‘pen, or go through the same tedious 
process that you have gone through with, in- 
cluding all its vexations and losses?” ‘The 
question puzzled him, and he admitted that 
there must be, after all, much that is valua- 
ble in the books. 

There is a great degree of perverseness 
with farmers in the adoption of new imple- 
ments of husbandry, as well as modes of cul- 
tivating the soil. They are prejudiced 
against the suggestions of a new generation, 
just as though no progress were to Le made 
in agriculture, while everything else about us 
is advancing with railroad speed. The same 
spirit exists across the water. The English 
people have seen our agricultural implements, 
carriages, &c.; they find them light, cheap 
and durable ; sufficient in every particular 
to perform the service required of them. Still 
they persist in the use of their immense 
plows, their ugly hoes, clumsy shuvels and 
spades, and awkward, lumbering carriages.— 
A miserable national pride prevents the adop- 
tion of the light and grateful implements 
which their children have devised; and thus 
they delve on, expending an immense amount 
of unnecessary labor. The same’ spirit ex- 
ists among us. Our fathers, and many of 
their children, cling with foolish, obstinate 
tenacity to‘old notions and old customs.— 
They are unwilling to yield anything toa 
younger generation. “We have produced 
good crops,” say they, “in our own way ;” 
forgetting that they began on a fertile soil 
which has yielded to them its first fruits, and 
have bequeathed it to us in a lean and starv- 
ed condition. 

Men who pause to investigate the matter, 
however, will scarcely deny, that the writings 
of Jefferson or the book-farming of Judge 
Buel, have been of immense benefit to the 
country. The writings of the latter, compiled 
by order of the Legislature of this State, are |. 
an excellent manual, and are better than 
would be many year’s experience without the 
aid of such a work. 
That a better spirit is prevailing, is evident 
from the increase of books on agriculture 
and its-branches, and the publication of pa- 
pers and periodicals devoted to the subject. 
Men are now engaged, whose talents and 
learning command respect among the intelli- 
gent everywhere; whose researches and 
experiments are infusing new life and hope 
through the land, and tempting vast numbers 
into new and better modes of cultivation.— 
You have launched your bark wpor this sea 
with able and experienced commanders at 
the helm, and may heaven send prospering 
gales. 
However much the doubting may decry the 
experience of others, merely because it is 
printed in a paper or a book, I do not hesi- 
tate to declare, that with all the observations 
and practice which I can apply, most of my 
knowledge of farming is acquired from the 
books. True, the practical part is indispen- 
sable to the making of a good farmer, and it 
is hardly to be presumed that any man who 
writes, does not practice upon the soil, what

THE BEST INHERITANCE. 


It is frequently remarked, that education is 
of little use to the farmer; a very little sci- 
ence will do for him. Great knowledge is 
only beneficial in the professional man. Ex- 
presions of this sort are founded upon a false 
estimate of one of the most usefu! and eleva- 
ted professions of Kife. 

If the habitual business of the cultivator 
does not afford the mental powers a field for 
their most extended exercise, we know not 
where to look for such a field. The study of 
agriculture unites to the theory of science, the 


spring. I never saw it on the wing, and. 
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| It makes the study experimentally and truly 
its 


learned. .. 
Nearly ail that is useful in oar pilgrimage 
through life, is drawn from the earth. “The 


| main use of science is to explore the minu- 


tie of nature, to fathom its secret caverns, 
and to bring forth the hidden possessions of 
the earth into incomprehensible identity.— 
Where, then, is the occupation that so richly 
furnishes a perpetual supply of mental food 
as that of agriculture? In the constant exer- 
cises and every day labor of the farmer, the 
business of his science is progressing, if his 
intellect has been set right in the education 
of his youth. The theory is all essential, for 
this constitutes the implement by which he 
is to prosecute the study of human nature to 

.its practical utility. 

» A mancannot go forth upon the land with 
any good degree of promise in scientific expe- 
riment, without the light of past experience 
upon his pathway, and this he can only ob- 
tain by a passage through the literary insti- 
tutions of the country, where the results of 
the labors of the learned for ages are collect- 
ed together, and made accessible to the stu- 
dent. ‘To attempt a prosecution of the sci- 
ences independent of the past experience, as 
we sometimes incline to consider ourselves, 
would be vain. ‘There is scarcely a valuable 
discovery of modern times, but has borrowed 
something of - its proportions or utility from 
the mind of antiquity. 

That. the farmer, by a scientific cultiva- 
tion of his land, can increase to a very great 
extent its productions, there does not exist a 
rational doubt. And that the time is com- 
ing, when there will be actual necessity for 
this increase of production, there is every ap- 
pearance. It is, therefore, not only wise and 
expedient to ‘commence or carry on now, but 
it is a high duty which is owed to posterity, 
in consideration of all. the blessings which 
past ages have bequeathed us. 

Permit us, therefore, to impress upon the 
minds of the farmers the very great useful- 
ness of education. Give your sons and daugh- 
ters not the less education, because you de- 
sign them for rural life and agricultural pur- 
suit. If you are able, educate them—they 
will find abundant employment for all their 
science, though their farms be located in the 
deep wilderness of. the west; though they 
be cast amid barren. rocks and sterile sand 
plains, science will aid them there. 

Not a blade-of grass nor a spear of grain 
but will grow better under the cultivation 
of intellectual care. Not a flower, but will 
show beauties to the eve of science, which 
the vulgar world knows not of. Nota vine 
but rears finer, and produces more, where ed- 
ucated hands superintend its growth. In 
short, all nature is beautified, improved and 
bettered, where the cultivator is no stranger 
to its properties and the. science of its de- 
velopments. 

Farmers, give your children education. It 
is fre only earthly inheritance you can be- 
queath them, that is beyond the reach of ac- 
cident. All other human property is con- 
stantly changing and transitory. Science is 
not transferable—not like the mutability of 
other goods, negotiable. Firm and unshaken 
by human vicissitude, it will be the enduring 

companion of your children through life, it 
will support them in all the afflictions of Pro- 
vidential chastisement, and prepare them for 
an inheritance in that undiscovered country 
beyond the land of death. 


AGRICULTURE & AGRICULTURISTS. 


Agriculture is the body, while the other 
professions are the members ; and although 
the body and members are mutually de- 
pendent, and reciprocally useful to-each oth- 
er, the body can exist without the members. 
The farmer fcan supplv his necessities, 
and most of his reasonable wants within the 
circle of his family, he can feed and clothe 
himself: but his wants are enlarged, and his 
ability to gratify them ‘increased, in propor- 
tion to the profits of his labor. If, through 
ignorance or sloth, he produces only what is 
necessary for the sustenance of his household, 
he can buy neither of the merchant, the ma- 
nufacturer, nor the mechanic—nor contribute 
to the support of the learned professions ; or, 
if he buys, he cannot pay. But, if his pro- 
duce is double what is required for the con- 
sum ption of his family, the surplus half may 
be employed for the benefit of the other 
classes—in purchasing from them the com- 
forts and elegancies of life. The other class- 
es, on contrariwise, cannot thrive, as such, 
without the aid of the farmer: he furnishes 
the raw materials for the manufacturer; he 
feeds the mechanic, and freights the bark of 
commerce: and is, besides, the principal 
customer to them all. 

The head can do more than the hands.— 
The animal strength of the ox and the horse 
would effect no useful purpose, without the 
contrivance and direction of man. In many 
countries on the old continent, where the cul- 
tivator is debased by ignorarice and despot- 
ism, the awkward, ill-contrived implements 
of the primitive ages are still in use. There 
is not a manufacturing employment, nor a 
mechanical art, but has been greatly abridg- 
ed in its manipulations, and had _ its fabrics 
improved in quality, and reduced in price, by 
the aid of modern science. We say modern 
science, because we consider that some 
branches are tut beginning to develope 
their practical advantages to useful labor.— 
We verily believe, that science can do more, 
and will do more, in the coming thirty years 
to improve the condition of agriculture, than 
has been effected in the last two centuries. 
An intelligent “head is deemed of more im- 
portance, and commands a higher compensa- 
tion in many of our large establisements, 
than half a dozen mere sinewy arms. Mind 


very essential material of its practical parts. 


is the great lever that moves the material 


world—the master spirit that civilizes man, 
and multiplies his comforts and enjoyments. 
We acquire knowledge in our business, me- 
chanically, but slowly.. The acquisition may 
be accelerated and augmented, to an amaz- 
ing extent, by the experience and teachings 
of men who have made natural and chemi- 
cal science their study and employment for 
life. There is another consideration which 
renders the improvement of the mind, of pub- 
lic benefit; ignorance begets indolence, and 
indolence begets vice. If we would, there- 
fore, inculcate virtue, we must foster indus- 
try; and if we would make industry re- 
spectable and desirable, we must throw 
light upon its paths, and secure for it a meri- 
ted reward. 

It results as a consequence, that the im- 
provement of our agriculture is of the first 
importance to every class of our population ; 
and that this improvement can in no wise 
receive such efficient aid, as by instructing 
the youth who are hereafter to manage its 
concerns, as well in. the scienze, as in the 
practice of their business.

A reasonable indulgence in the abundant 
supplies of nature, converted by art to the 
purposes of wholesome food, is one of the 
comforts added to the maintainance of life. 
It is an indiscriminate gratification of our 
tastes, regardless of the consequences that 
may ensue from it, that is alone blameable. 
But so great is our general apathy in these 
respects, that even on the occurrence of dis- 
ease, from which we are all more or less 
sufferers, we scarcely ever reflect on our 
diet, as the principal,*if not the sole cause 
of them. We assign them to weather, to 
infection, to hereditary descent, to sponta- 
neous breeding, as if disease could originate 
without a cause; or any frivolods imaginary 
source, without suspecting, or being wiliing 
to own, mismanagement of ourselves. 

We derive the renewal of our blood and 
juices, which are constantly exhausting, 
from the substances we take as food. As 
our food; thereforégis proper or improper, 
too much or too little, so will our blood and 
juices-he good or bad, over-charged or de- 
ficient, and our state of health accordingly 
good or diseased. 

By aliment, or. food, is to be understood 
whatever we eat or drink, includiug season- 
ings, such as salt, sugar, spices, vinegar, &c., 
every thing, in short, which we receive into 
our stomachs. Our food, therefore, consists 
not only of such particles as are proper for 
the nourishment and support of the human 
body, but likewise contains certain active 
principles, viz: salts, oils, and spirits, which 


‘have the properties of stimulating the solids, 


quickening the cireiilation, and making the 
fluids thinner; thus rendering them more 
stupid to undergo the necessary secretions 
of the body. 

The art of preserving health, and obtain- 
ing long life, consists in the use of a mode- 
rate quantity of such diet as shall neither in- 
crease the salts and oils, so as to produce 
disease, nor diminish them, so as to become 
relaxed. 

It is very difficult, almost impossible, to 
ascertain what are the predominant qualities 
either in our bodies or in food we eat. In 
practice, therefore, we can have no other 
rule but observing by experience what it is 
that hurts or does us good, and what it is 
our stomachs can digest with facility, or the 
contrary. 

The eating too little is hurtful, as well as 
eating too much. Neither excess, nor hun- 
ger, nor anything else that passes the bounds 
of nature, can be good to man. 

By loading the stomach, fermentation is 
checked, and of course digestion fnpeded ; 
for the natural juice of the stomach has not 
room to exert itself, and it therefore nauseates 
its contents, is troubled with eructation, the 
spirits are oppressed, obstructions ensue, and 
fever is the consequence. Besides, that 
when thus overfilled, the stomach presses on 
the diaphragm, prevents the proper play of 
the Jungs, and occasions uneasiness-in our 
breathing. Hence arise various ill symptoms 
and depraved effects, enervating the strength, 
decaying the senses, hastening old age, and 
shortening life. Though these effects are 
not immediately perqgived, yet they are cer- 
tain effects of intemperancs; for it has been 
generally observed in great eaters, that, 
though from custom, a state of youth, and a 
strong constitution, they have no present in- 
convenience, but have digested their food, 
suffered surfeit, and borne their immoderate 
diet well, if they have not been’ unexpected. 
lv cut off, they have found the symptoms _of 
old age come on early in life, attended with 
pains and innumerab.e disorders. 

If we value health, we must ever make it 
a rule not to eat to satiety or fulness, but 
desist while the stomach feels quite easy.— 
Thus we shall be refreshed, light and cheeful ; 
not dull, heavy, or indisposed. Should we 
be tempted to eat too much at one time, we 
should eat the less at another. Thus, if our 
dinner has been larger than usual, let our 
supper he less, or rather, quite omitted ; for 
there is no man, however careful of his 
health, who does not occasionally transgress 
in this way. 


HINTS TO HOUSEWIVES. 


Vessels intended to contain liquid of a 
higher temperature than the surrounding me- 
dium, and to keep that liquid as long as pos- 
sible at the highest temperatare, should be 
constructed of materials which are the worst 
radiators of heat. Thus, tea urns and tea 
pots are best adapted to their purpose when 
eonstructed of polished metal, and worst 


‘irons were similarly placed, they would be- 


their contents is devoted to 


when constructed of black porcelain. A 
black porcelain tea pot is the worst conceiv- 
able material for that vessel, for both its 
materials and color are good radiators of 
heat, and the liquid contained in it cools 
with the greatest possible rapidity. On the 
other hand, a bright metal tea pot is best 
adapted for the purpose, because it is the 
worst-radiator of heat, and therefore cools 
as slowly as possible. A polished silver or 
brass tea urn is better adapted to retain the 
heat of the water than one of a dull brown 
color, such as is most commonly used. A 
tin kettle retains the heat of water boiled in 
it more effectually ff it be kept clean and 
polished, than if it he allowed to collect the 
smoke and snot to which it is exposed from 
the action of.the fire. When coated with 
this, its surface becomes rough and black, 
and is a powerful radiator of heat. A set 
of polished fire irons may remain for a long 
time in front of a hot fire, without receiving 
from it any increase of temperature beyond 
that of the chamber, because the heat radi- 
ated by the fire is all reflected by the polish- 
ed surface of the irons, and none of it is 
absorbed ; but if a set of rough, unpolished 


come speedily so hot, that they could not be 
used without inconvenience. The polish of 
fire irons is, therefore, not merely a matter 
of ornament, but of use and convenience.— 
The rough, unpolished. poker, sometimes 
used in a kitchen, becomes speedily so hot 
that it cannot be held without pain. A close 
stove, intended to warm apartments, should 
not have a polished surface, for in that case 
it is one of the worst radiators of heat, and 
nothing could be contrived less fit for the 
purpose to which it is applied. On the 
other hand, a rough, unpolished surface of 
cast iron, is favorable to radiation, and a fire 
in such a stove will always préduce a most 
powerful effect.
